6 U.S. soldiers killed in Afghanistan in 
deadliest year since 2001 invasion 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — Militants ambushed and 
killed six U.S. troops walking in the mountains of eastern 
Afghanistan — the most lethal attack in a year that has been the 
deadliest for the U.S. military here since the 2001 invasion. 

The number of U.S. deaths in Afghanistan this year mirror 
the record toll in Iraq. Both conflicts have seen an increase in 
troop levels this year that has put more soldiers in harm’s way, 
including those killed Friday while returning from a meeting 
with village elders in Nuristan province. Militants wielding 
rocket propelled grenades killed the six Americans and three 
Afghan soldiers. Eight U.S. troops were wounded. 

“They were attacked from several enemy positions at the 
same time,” Lt. Col. David Accetta, a spokesman for NATO’s 
International Security Assistance Force and the U.S. military, 
said Saturday. “It was a complex ambush.” 

The six deaths brings the number of U.S. troops killed in 
Afghanistan this year to at least 101, according to an Associated 
Press count, surpassing the 93 troops killed in 2005. About 87 
died last year. The toll echoes the situation in Iraq, where U.S. 
military deaths this year surpassed 850, also a record. 

Launched in the aftermath of the Sept. 11, 2001, terror 
attacks, the war in Afghanistan quickly ousted al-Qaida chief 
Osama bin Laden and his Taliban protectors and appeared to 
have been a swift military victory. 


Pulitzer Prize winner Mailer, who wrote 
‘The Naked and the Dead,’ dead at 84 


NEW YORK (AP) — Norman Mailer, the pugnacious prince 
of American letters who for decades reigned as the country’s lit- 
erary conscience and provocateur with such books as “The 
Naked and the Dead” and “The Executioner’s Song,” has died 
at the age of 84. 

Mailer died Saturday of acute renal failure at Mount Sinai 
Hospital, J. Michael Lennon, the author’s literary executor and 
biographer, said. 

“He was a great American voice,” said a tearful Joan Didion, 
author of “The Year of Magical Thinking” and other works, 
struggling for words upon learning of Mailer’s death. 

From his classic debut novel to such masterworks of literary 
journalism as “The Armies of the Night,” the two-time Pulitzer 
Prize winner always got credit for insight, passion and original- 
ity. 

Some of his works were highly praised, some panned, but 
none was pronounced the Great American Novel that seemed to 
be his life quest from the time he soared to the top as a brash 
25-year-old “enfant terrible.” 


Pakistan: Emergency rule will end in 1 
month; Bhutto out after house arrest 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) — Pakistan eased its crack- 
down on opponents Saturday, releasing opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto from house arrest and saying it will lift a state 
of emergency within a month. But the government blocked a 
meeting between the deposed Supreme Court justice and 
Bhutto, who pledged to lead a 185-mile protest march. 

President Bush called President Gen. Pervez Musharraf’s 
promises “positive steps,” throwing U.S. support firmly behind 
the Pakistani leader in the fight against Islamic militants. 

Bhutto, apparently unbowed by her brief detention, said she 
would defy Musharraf’s ban on public gatherings and lead sup- 
porters on a march from the eastern city of Lahore to Islamabad

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on Tuesday. 

“When the masses combine, the sound of their steps will sup- 
press the sound of military boots,” Bhutto, a former prime min- 
ister, told around 100 journalists protesting a new media clam- 
pdown. 

Musharraf insists he called the week-old emergency to help 
fight Islamic extremists who control swathes of territory near 
the Afghan border. But the main targets of his subsequent crack- 
down in this nation of 160 million people have been his most 
outspoken critics, including the increasingly independent courts 
and media. 

Thousands of people have been arrested, TV news stations 
taken off air, and judges removed. On Saturday, three reporters 
from Britain’s Daily Telegraph newspaper were ordered to 
leave Pakistan for an editorial in the paper that used an exple- 
tive in an allusion to Musharraf, said Deputy Information 
Minister Tariq Azim. 


Battling an entrenched infant 
mortality problem in Memphis 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — The first thing you notice is how 
tiny they are: Row upon row of babies, some no older than this 
day, hooked to grotesque jumbles of tubes. Press your palm 
against the incubator wall and the infant inside disappears from 
view. 

It takes a while for something much sadder to occur to you: 
In a room full of newborns, dozens of them, there is no crying. 
The sound of beeping heart monitors, the rustle and murmur of 
observing doctors, but no crying. 

“They’re too small and too sick to cry,” explains a passing 
nurse. 

This is the newborn intensive care unit of the Regional 
Medical Center of Memphis, universally known around this city 
as The Med, perhaps two miles from the blues clubs and rib 
joints of Beale Street. 

And these are the children with a fighting chance. 

Some of them, a small fraction, will join the sparse field of 
little corpses buried in wooden boxes at the county cemetery, 
distinguished only by little metal plates and identification num- 
bers, perhaps remembered with a stray and shriveled balloon. 

Others will go home with mothers in a few days, a week, a 
year, and they will begin a life fighting impossible odds in this 
city’s worst neighborhoods, forging a struggle against poverty 
entrenched for generations. 

A 2002 federal report put this city at the top of the list for 
infant deaths in American cities: 692 dead babies over a four- 
year span, a rate of more than 15 deaths for every 1,000 births, 
more than twice the U.S. average. 


Spain’s king tells Chavez 
to ‘shut up’ during Chile summit 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — The king of Spain told 
Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez to “shut up” Saturday dur- 
ing a heated exchange at a summit of leaders from Latin 
America, Spain and Portugal. 

Chavez, who called President Bush the “devil” on the floor 
of the United Nations last year, triggered the exchange by 
repeatedly referring to former Spanish Prime Minister Jose 
Maria Aznar as a “fascist.” 

Aznar, a conservative who was an ally of Bush as prime min- 
ister, “is a fascist,” Chavez said in a speech at the Ibero- 
American summit in Santiago, Chile. “Fascists are not human. 
A snake is more human.” 

Spain’s current socialist prime minister, Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero, responded during his own allotted time by urging 
Chavez to be more diplomatic in his words and respect other 
leaders despite political differences. 

“Former President Aznar was democratically elected by the 
Spanish people and was a legitimate representative of the

Officer a suspect in missing wife case 


JOLIET, Ill. (AP) — Kathleen Savio tried to get someone to 
believe that her life was in danger. 

She told authorities, who charged her with domestic battery 
instead of her husband Drew Peterson. Savio told her family 
that if she died, no matter what it looked like, her death would 
be no accident. 

Now, prosecutors are searching for Peterson’s fourth wife 
Stacy, calling Peterson, a police officer, a suspect in her poten- 
tial homicide. And three years after she was lowered into the 
ground, prosecutors now plan to exhume Savio’s body in the 
hopes it will give them clues to how she died. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind it wasn’t an accident,” 
County state’s attorney James Glasgow said Friday. 

Glasgow’s petition to exhume Savio’s body argues that the 
“evidence is consistent with the staging of an accident to con- 
ceal a homicide.” 

Stacy Peterson, Drew Peterson’s current wife, was last seen 
Oct. 28 and state Police Capt. Carl Dobrich said Peterson is no 
longer a person of interest in the disappearance of the 23-year- 
old but “clearly” a suspect. He said the case is now a potential 
homicide investigation.

Family: Paternity test from football 
hero’s DNA proves negative 


TRAVERSE CITY, Mich. (AP) — DNA from the recently 
exhumed body of college football hero George Gipp shows he 
was not the father of a child born shortly before his death, 
quelling longstanding rumors, relatives said Saturday. 

Gipp’s remains were taken Oct. 4 for testing from a cemetery 
near the Upper Peninsula village of Laurium. Rick Frueh, 
whose grandmother was Gipp’s sister, said in a statement he 
authorized the exhumation, which angered some family mem- 
bers. 

Gipp died in 1920 from pneumonia and a strep infection dur- 
ing his senior year at Notre Dame, where he was the school’s 
first All-American and set a school career rushing record that 
stood for more than 50 years. 

He is known for the deathbed exhortation attributed to him 
years later by coach Knute Rockne, who rallied the underdog 
Fighting Irish by telling them Gipp had urged the team when the 
chips were down to “win one for the Gipper.” 

The phrase became a political slogan for Ronald Reagan, 
who portrayed Gipp in the 1940 movie “Knute Rockne, All 
American.” 


Stagehands go on strike, shutting 
down most Broadway shows 


NEW YORK (AP) — From “Wicked” to “The Phantom of 
the Opera,” from “Mamma Mia!” to “Rent,” most shows did not 
go on as Broadway stagehands walked off the job, shutting 
down more than two dozen plays and musicals. 

It was a dramatic, uncertain day in the Times Square area for 
disappointed theatergoers, who mingled on the streets Saturday 
while striking Local One stagehands picketed in an orderly 
fashion behind barricades and declined to talk to reporters. The 
union had no official comment on the walkout. 

No new negotiations have been scheduled between Local 
One and the League of American Theatres and Producers, so the 
outlook for a quick settlement looks murky.

Serve with brandy sauce 
or whipped cream flavored with 
brandy.

Veterans Day: 
a chronology

On the “11th hour, of the 11th day, 
of the 11th month” in 1918, the 
sounds of battle ceased all across 
Europe, ending the “Great War.” 
Although the United States was a 
newcomer to what became World 


War I, nearly 5 million men were 
called into service and more than 
116,000 died while serving, of those 
63,000 from disease. American 
wounded numbered 670,000, many 
by poison gas. The last American 
veteran from the “Great War” died 
earlier this year. 

President Woodrow Wilson asked 
all Americans to reflect on those who 
died while serving their country dur- 
ing the war by pausing for two min- 
utes of silence at 11 a.m. on Nov. 11, 


1919, to observe the first Armistice 
Day. Remembrances and parades 
were held all over the country to 
honor the fallen, echoing similar 
observances in France, Great Britain 
and Belgium. 

Across Europe, nearly every fam- 
ily suffered the loss of a son, father 
or brother in the Great War. In 
France, 25 percent of military age 
men died and another 50 percent 
were wounded. The English referred 
to their losses as the “Lost 


Generation” with nearly half the men 
of military age killed or wounded. 
Austria and Germany suffered losses 
of a similar magnitude. No one 
knows how many Russians perished. 

Congress declared Nov. 11, 1921, 
as a federal holiday to honor all who 
served in the war and the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier was dedicated 
in Arlington National Cemetery on 
that day. Armistice Day was not rec- 
ognized as an “official” annual fed- 
eral holiday until 1938, though it was 


observed each year throughout the 
nation and was a state holiday in 
most states prior to that time. 

In 1954, the name of the holiday 
was officially changed from 
Armistice Day to Veterans Day in the 
United States to acknowledge the 
sacrifices of World War II and the 
Korean War. 

In Great Britain, the observance 
was changed to Remembrance Day 
after World War II, but in France it is 
still observed as the Jour d’armistice.

I asked blog readers to let me 
know what they'd like to see the 
city of Ukiah do with a new 
redevelopment bond. One read- 
er wrote: "I'm so glad you asked 
this question. I believe we need 
to spend some money on the 
neighborhoods just on the out- 
skirts of downtown, where the 
infrastructures are deteriorating 
and in desperate need of 
improvement. 


The Wagenseller neighbor- 
hood (Clara Ave and Ford St.) 
has become one of Ukiah's 
main vehicle thoroughfares for 
travel to downtown, the hospi- 
tal, freeway, Pear Tree Center, 
etc. The neighborhood also 
continues to be a draw for max- 
imum "infill" development. 
While the vehicle traffic has 
increased substantially, the 
infrastructure has continued to 
fall apart. The neighborhood 
has long stretches with no side- 
walks so that the many pedestri- 
ans (who do not own or choose 
not to use cars) are forced to 
walk in the streets, alongside 
MTA buses, trucks and cars. 
There is insufficient drainage so 
that in the rainy weather, small 
lakes appear where there should 
be sidewalks and the sitting 
water causes the paved streets 
to further deteriorate and forces

pedestrians to walk even closer 
to the vehicle traffic. I've 
noticed this situation in other 
neighborhoods with high vol- 
umes of vehicle and pedestrian 
traffic, like Leslie Street. 

Perhaps if the streets were 
safer to walk, residents would 
be more willing to get out of 
their cars and walk to work or 
shopping. If more of us walked 
the neighborhoods, the air 
would be cleaner and the streets 
thus more inviting to walk. The 
city reports there is no money to 
repair the infrastructure of these 
crumbling heavily trafficked 
neighborhoods. If new bonds 
are to be issued, my vote would 
be to spend some money to 
improve the infrastructure and 
walkability of our neighbor- 
hoods that bear the burden of 
heavy vehicle traffic." 

Add to that, the county 
supervisors have decided to 
build its new jail complex at the 
Brush Street triangle right 
across the future Orchard Street 
bridge from the Wagenseller 
neighborhoods which has those 
folks understandably worried. 

One other thing, I heard at 
Schat's this week that some 
folks in the county admin build- 
ing are upset that a few Ukiah 
High School students show up 
early in the morning to hang 
around the lobby for its 
warmth. They also apparently 
come to the county admin cafe 
after school for snacks. I was 
told the cafe has actually started 
closing early in order to dis- 
courage the students. First of 
all, it's a public building and the 
cafe is a public cafe. One 
woman at Schat's Thursday,

after hearing this, said she 
thought having high school stu- 
dents in a county government 
building was a great opportuni- 
ty for county employees to 
show them what goes on there, 
and at least befriend them as a 
way of letting them know that 
they are welcome citizens of 
this county. But no. They treat 
the building and the cafe as 
their personal fiefdom where no 
outsiders are welcome. Sad.

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California sues EPA for immediate action on global warming

SACRAMENTO 
California and 14 other states 
are demanding urgent action 
on global warming from the 
US. Environmental 
Protection Agency, arguing in 
a lawsuit filed Thursday that 
the environmental and health 
risks are mounting every day 
that the Bush administration 
delays action. 

But a quick remedy to the 
problem may not be in the 
cards, even if the EPA makes a 
decision about California’s 
plan to give its drivers cleaner 
cars that emit fewer green- 
house gases. 

A tangle of lawsuits is 
expected to follow, no matter 
what the EPA’s decision is, as 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
acknowledged Thursday. 

“We sue again, and sue 
again and sue again until we 
get it,” he said at a Capitol 
news conference. 

The lawsuit stems from a 
feud between states that want 
to take aggressive action to 
address one of the leading 
causes of global warming and 
the Bush administration’s 
hands-off approach to regula- 
tion. 

In California, scientists pre- 
dict global warming will 
reduce the mountain snow- 
packs — the state’s largest 
source of water — while ris- 
ing sea levels will submerge 
coastal homes and erode 
beaches. Warmer tempera- 
tures will wither crops that 
can’t survive in longer, hotter 
summers. Wildfires will char 
forests. 

About a third of the state’s 
greenhouse gas emissions 
come from cars, pickups and 


sport utility vehicles, a figure 
that will only grow if they are 
not regulated and the nation’s 
largest state continues to 
attract millions more new res- 
idents. 

Without its auto regula- 
tions, California will have a 
hard time meeting its ambi- 
tious goal of cutting green- 
house gas emissions by 2020, 
Air Resources Board chair- 
woman Mary Nichols said. 

“We will have to find emis- 
sion reductions elsewhere, 
from our industries and from 
our cities and our people. And 
we can’t do that,” Nichols 
said. “We need this technolo- 
gy, we know it’s there.” 

California’s lawsuit against 
the EPA, filed in U.S. District 
Court and the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Washington, D.C., 
seeks to force a decision about 
whether California can enact 
the country’s first emission 
standards for cars and light 
trucks. 

The state first sought per- 
mission nearly two years ago 
after it adopted an anti-pollu- 
tion law to control emissions 
from cars, light trucks and 
sport utility vehicles. More 
than a dozen other states have 
followed California’s lead. 

EPA administrator Stephen 
Johnson said last summer that 
he would decide by the end of 
this year. His spokeswoman, 
Jennifer Wood, said Thursday 
that it was “unfortunate that 
California is more interested 
in getting a good headline 
than allowing us to make a 
good decision.” 

Meanwhile, automakers are 
trying to block the standards, 
saying that a patchwork of 
regulations that vary from

state to state complicates their 
manufacturing and increases 
costs. California also is 
defending its regulation in 
numerous lawsuits in both 
state and federal courts. 

Automakers also argue that 
controlling carbon dioxide 
levels creates a fuel-economy 
standard, which only the fed- 
eral government can set. 

Wade Newton, a 
spokesman for The Alliance 
of Automobile Manufacturers, 
said it was premature to say 
whether his organization 
would sue the EPA if it 
approves California’s waiver. 
However, he acknowledged 
the debate will likely contin- 
ue. 

California officials say 
automakers can improve tech- 
nology, use alternative fuels, 
improve vehicle air condition- 
ers and trade clean-air credits 
among manufacturers to meet 
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the tougher emission stan- 
dards. 

While the federal govern- 
ment sets national air pollu- 
tion rules, California has 
unique status under the Clean 
Air Act to enact its own regu- 
lations if it gets approval from 
the EPA. 

Other states can follow the 
federal rules or California’s 


standards if they are tougher. 
The EPA has granted about 50 
such waivers over the past 40 
years, for the use of catalytic 
converters, leaded gasoline 
regulations and other mea- 
sures. 

Arizona, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New Mexico, New York,

Today is Veteran’s Day and a good time to 
consider the plight of veterans coming home 
from the Iraq war. 

This week the Associated Press told the 
story of the thousands of National Guard 
reservists coming home from long tours of 
duty in Iraq and Afghanistan to joblessness. 

According to the AP, the Labor 
Department has been swamped with com- 
plaints from reservists whose jobs have been 
given to others or eliminated while they 
were on duty among our troops in the 
Middle East. 

Under the law, military personnel are pro- 
tected from job discrimination based on 
their service and are generally entitled to a 
five-year cumulative leave with rights to 
their old jobs upon their return. 

But the Labor Department says employ- 
ers often don’t know the rules and with 
employees being sent off to elongated tours 
of duty, they may assume they don’t have to 
hold these jobs open indefinitely. 

Many reservists say they don’t even both- 
er to complain because the government is 
hardly ever of real help. 

Earlier this year we were told about the 
horrendous conditions at Walter Reed hospi- 
tal for outpatient treatment exposed by a 
series of stories in the Washington Post. 
Conditions at our nation’s “premier” Army 
medical facility were shocking.

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All those empty, 
empty MTA buses 


I don’t ride the MTA and neither do you. I don’t 
have any friends that ride the MTA and neither do you. 

So who’s inside those great big MTA buses we see 
lumbering around town all day long? Who is it that 
MTA transports if it’s not you or me or any of our 
friends? Well, bus drivers, I guess, because those are 
the only people you ever see inside one. 

The Mendocino Transit Authority has to be one of 
the most inefficient transportation systems in the 
nation. Eventually one has to wonder why it buys the 
biggest buses in the industry to haul around the fewest 
number of riders. 

Why not use Ford vans that get 20 miles to the gal- 

lon, seat six or eight, and pollute a fraction of what the 
MTA behemoths do? Why not use jitney buses like the 
MTA did when it started 30 years ago? Why not scrap 
the entire system and let the “Hey Taxi” folks take it 
over at a tiny percentage of the annual cost of the 
MTA? 
Here’s a little secret: the MTA isn’t really about pro- 
viding transportation for people who need rides. The 
MTA masquerades as a mass transit agency, but its real 
business, its sole reason to exist, is as a grants acquisi- 
tion clearinghouse. The entire system is dependent 
upon government funding. The comic result is that the 
people who use MTA don’t pay for it, and the people 
who pay for it don’t use it. 

If the MTA had to survive on money paid by people 
who actually ride the bus it would be shut down before 
you finished reading this article. 

Some people love to spend other people’s money, 
even if it goes to something that’s noisy, wasteful, pol- 
lutes, and expensive, as long as they can feel they are 
“doing the right thing” like saving Planet Earth. It’s all 
part of the dreamy delusion that mass transit is the 
answer to global problems everywhere. 

But the MTA is the anti-Earth transport system 
because it is actually counterproductive. It exacerbates 
the problem by carrying tiny numbers of people in 
exchange for producing massive pollution, and clog- 
ging up the streets of our county’s small towns. 

You would think even someone who proudly claims 
to be an “eco-warrior” wouldn’t be so stupid as to think 
this is a fine example of mass transit. 

Wouldn’t it be grand if the wizards at MTA showed 
us all what an excellent job they’re doing and publish 
some numbers? For instance, I’d like to know, round- 
ed off to the nearest bazillion, how many gallons of 
fuel gets burned annually by MTA. 

Pd also like to know how many people actually ride 
the buses. I’d like to see what it costs, per capita, to 
haul someone from Ukiah to Laytonville. And then 
back to Ukiah. Because after you’ve paid for the buses 
and paid for the drivers and the mechanics and the 
office workers and bought the fuel and gone the 94 
miles roundtrip with one or two people (or nobody) 
aboard I would think it gets pretty pricey per mile. 

If the entire MTA system - all those buses and all 
those vans and that office out south near the garbage 
joint - were to disappear tomorrow who would even 
notice, much less care? Who would wake up and weep 
to find no more monster buses heaving oily muck into 
our air? Why would anyone be disappointed to find the 
entire expensive and inefficient operation shut down? 

The buses could be shipped to LA and with the 
money saved we could spend hundreds of thousands of 
dollars on a big party for ourselves. We can hold it at 
my house! 

Huge annual savings to the taxpayers may be unim- 
portant to most Mendocino County residents (marijua- 
na growers don’t pay taxes, after all) but still, look at 
the bright side: saving money on the worthless MTA 
would mean millions left over to fund the war in Iraq 
or provide much-needed retirement benefits to 
Halliburton executives.

One day recently while our local 
downtown Ukiah’s power was blacked 
out, I was trying with no luck to mail a 
package.

My title “Left to their own devices” 
does not really pertain to using actual 
devices, but was traditionally used to 
describe people who’ve had their special 
equipment or planned activities taken 
away and find they’re left to fend for 
themselves or discover other things to do. 

So, what can you do, what DO you do 
that doesn’t involve being wired to some- 
thing? Most of us seldom handwrite mis- 
sives to our colleagues or friends. And, 
how many of us engage in outdoor activ- 
ities for work or pleasure using only our 
hands? Think about your typical day or 
week. 

Now, imagine being truly “unplugged” 
and accomplishing what you need to sat- 
isfy your employers and families within 
your established time limitations. I doubt 
many of us could do it. In fact, it’s possi- 
ble we may become totally unable to use 
some knowledge because we’ve not real- 
ly made it part of us; rather, we have 
become reliant on the accessing of 


Special treatment for one 


Several months ago, you published 
the information about the budget cuts for 
Ukiah Unified School District. I and 
many other classified employees lost our 
jobs because of those budget cuts. I was 
a 59-year-old, 20-year classified 
employee of Ukiah Unified. I had even 
worked the last four years as confiden- 
tial management secretary at the District 
Office. Some of those positions have 
now been restored because funding has 
been found for them. My position has 
not been restored but a new, higher pay- 
ing position, has been created in the 
same department. Half of which is fund- 
ed by the general fund that funded my 
position. The work, in an already short 
staffed department from previous budget 
cuts, did not go away. The District now 
has substitutes and extra-hire people 
doing the work. 

If I had bumped instead of retiring, I 
would have lost 20 to 25 percent of my 
wages, not counting the management 
benefits I would have lost. I am drawing 
my retirement and can work at a mini- 
mum wage job to make what I would 
have made, had I exercised my seniority 
and kept working for the School 
District. I went to the Superintendent 
and he told me that the District would 
work with me on the budget cuts. That 
didn’t happen. He never talked to me 
again or responded to my emails. 

I and many others had been lead to 
believe that the Golden Hand Shake was 
going to be offered by the School 
District, which ended up being a lie by 
the District. I did try to negotiate my 
own retirement package but I was told 
by the Assistant Superintendent the

knowledge rather than the learning of it.

The District cut jobs, hours and 
programs to give raises and a special 
retirement bonus of over $20,000 to this 
person. Is that morally right? No! 
Classified employees of Ukiah Unified 
deserve better, the children and parents 
of Ukiah deserve something better; I 
deserve something better. 

If we can’t trust the School District 
that educates our children, to be a good 
example, and treat everyone fairly, who 
can we trust? Classified employees

claiming Support Systems had fired the law 


tory today except for one remarkable statement 
he made more than two thousand years ago: 
“All Cretans are liars.” 

Why is this statement noteworthy? Well, if 
all Cretans are liars, then that includes 
Epimenedes himself. Therefore, his statement 
is false. But if it’s false, then all Cretans are not 
liars ... consequently, his statement must be 
true. And therefore, all Cretans are liars, which 
means ... 

Well, anyway -- that’s why Epimenedes is 
still remembered today. He was responsible for 
the original version of what is known as a self- 
referential paradox -- a statement that is inter- 
nally contradictory because of how it refers to 
itself. In fact, Epimenedes may even be immor- 
talized in the Bible. In the Epistle to Titus 
(Titus 1:12-13), St. Paul remarks, “One of 
themselves, a prophet of their own, said, 
“Cretans are always liars . . . .” This testimony 
is true.” It’s not known whether Paul recog- 
nized the self-referential nature of 
Epimenedes’ statement -- or for that matter, of 
his own. 

Epimenedes would have loved Richard 
Mack, who managed, single-handedly, to tie up 
an entire federal court of appeals in a self-ref- 
erential paradox of its own. And all because of

a court order that, ironically, was put into place 
to punish Mack. 

In 1995, Mack was sued in a Wisconsin state 
court by Support Systems International, a com- 
pany that said Mack owed it money for a piece 
of machinery. Representing himself, Mack 
tried to transfer the case to federal court. The 
federal judge decided that there was no basis 
for the case to be in federal court. He fined 
Mack $100 for misusing the federal court sys- 
tem, a fine Mack was supposed to pay to 
Support Systems International. 

Mack responded by creating a new corpora- 
tion also named Support Systems International, 
and by advising the federal court he had paid 
the $100. He had -- but he paid it to his own 
corporation, not the original Support Systems. 
When the judge learned this, he increased 
Mack’s fine to $500. 

Mack then appealed, and tried to disqualify 
the law firm representing his opponent by 


firm. Once again, though, he was referring to 
the corporation he had created -- not the com- 
pany suing him. The appeals court not only 
upheld the trial court’s decision, it increased 
Mack’s fine to $5,000. The court also put in 
place an order forbidding Mack from filing any 
documents in any federal court unless he hap- 
pened to find himself charged with a federal 
crime. 

At this point, one might have thought Mack 
had learned his lesson. But no. He filed a new 
lawsuit, this time in state court, against the 
entire federal Seventh Circuit Court of 
Appeals, as well as several federal trial judges, 
relying on an anti-Mafia statute known as 
“RICO.” The lawsuit made lots of weird alle- 
gations about how these judges were responsi- 
ble for things like the murder of Mack’s father 
and the attempted murder of Mack himself. 

The judges whom Mack had sued asked to 
transfer the case to federal court -- as any fed- 
eral official can do when sued in state court. 
Ironically, of course, this was just what Mack 
himself originally attempted, getting himself 
into all his trouble in the first place. The judge 
to whom this request was assigned refused, 
however, relying (rather curiously) on the pre- 
vious court order -- against Mack himself -- as 


barring the request, because it would transfer 
Mack’s state court lawsuit . . . into federal 
court. 

Well, the judges who had been sued 
appealed -- to the same federal Seventh Circuit 
that was itself a defendant. (None of those 
judges, of course, could actually hear the case, 
so a different panel of other federal judges had 
to be brought in just to hear the appeal.) These 
new judges summarized the situation this way: 
“This case presents the perhaps unprecedented 
situation of a court, as litigant, petitioning 
itself, as court, for relief.” 

Are you following all of this so far? 

Well, as the saying goes, all’s well that ends 
well. This new group of judges decided that the 
earlier order against Mack could not be inter- 
preted to prevent the judges he was suing in his 
new case from transferring that case to federal 
court (especially since, once it got to federal 
court, it was foregone that the whole thing 
would be dismissed, anyway). Undoubtedly, 
when the dust cleared, Mack probably found 
himself facing, oh, about $50,000 in fines. 

On the other hand, a point made repeatedly 
throughout the case was that Mack had never 
paid any of his earlier fines, either.

Williams leads Illini to upset 
of top-ranked Ohio State

COLUMBUS, Ohio — In this sea- 
son of upsets, top-ranked Ohio State 
was the latest to fall. 

Juice Williams provided the big 
plays on the ground and through the 
air, spurring Illinois to a stunning 28- 
21 victory on Saturday night and 
throwing open the national title race 
for a bunch of teams that needed the 
Buckeyes to lose. 

“I know ’shock the world’ is 
overused,” Illini linebacker J Leman 
said. “It is pretty shocking to most 
people, but not to the guys in the lock- 
er room.” 

It was the first time Illinois (8-3, 5- 
2 Big Ten) had beaten a No. 1 since 
1956, and the first time it had done it 
away from home. The defeat also 


ended a record streak of 20 Big Ten 
wins in a row by Ohio State (10-1, 6- 
1). 
“This is a game I’ll remember for 
the rest of my life,” Ohio State offen- 
sive tackle Kirk Barton said. “This is 
disappointing.” 

Williams, criticized at times 
because of his errant passing, tossed 
four touchdown passes. On the Illini’s 
last drive, Williams used his legs to 
keep the ball away from the 
Buckeyes, running for three first 
downs and burning up the final 8:09. 

Williams finished 12-of-22 passing 
for 140 yards and carried 16 times for 
70 yards. 

The Buckeyes, who were in first- 
place in the BCS standings and two 
victories away from a second consec- 
utive trip to the national title game,

PULLMAN, Wash. — Alex Brink 
threw for 449 yards and broke the 
school record for career touchdown 
passes, leading Washington State to a 
33-17 victory over Stanford on 
Saturday. 

In a game marred by fumbles and 
penalties, Washington State (4-6, 2-5 
Pac-10) had 561 yards of total 
offense and the Cougars withstood a 
third-quarter rally by the Cardinal (3- 
7, 2-6). 

Brink completed 32 of 47 passes 
and upped his career yards passing to 
10,200. He became only the sixth 
quarterback in Pac-10 history to sur- 
pass 10,000 yards. 

Brink’s 12-yard scoring pass to 
tight end Ben Woodard in the second 
quarter was the 71st in his career, 
breaking the school record of 70 set 
by Jason Gesser from 1999-2002. 

Brink wasn’t the only player set- 
ting records for WSU. 

Senior wide receiver Michael 
Bumpus caught an 18-yard pass from 
Brink in the first quarter for the 178th 
reception of his career, moving past 
the mark of 177 set by Hugh 
Campbell from 1960-62. 

Bumpus finished with seven 
receptions for 96 yards. Brandon 
Gibson had seven catches for 153 
yards and tight end Jed Collins had 
10 catches for 123 yards. 

Christopher Ivory, returning from 
a concussion, had 15 carries for 104 
yards for the Cougars. 

Husain Abdullah intercepted 
Stanford quarterback Tavita 
Pritchard’s pass and returned it 55 
yards to give the cougars a 33-17 lead 
late in the game. 

Cougars kicker Romeen 
Abdollmohammadi hit field goals of 
40, 23, 32 and 31 yards. 

Trailing 13-0 at the start of the 
half, Stanford climbed to within 13- 
10 before Kevin McCall ran 12 yards 
to put the Cougars up 20-10. 

WSU is the alma mater of 
Pritchard’s father David and uncle, 
former Cougars star quarterback Jack 
Thompson. 

Pritchard got off to a shaky start, 
but finished with 22 of 40 passes for 
263 yards. He threw two intercep- 
tions and was sacked four times. 

Tyrone McGraw and Jeremy 
Stewart split rushing duties for 
Stanford and each scored a touch- 
down. McGraw took a pitch from 
Pritchard and ran 4 yards to score 
Stanford’s first TD. Stewart later 
scored on a 4 yard run to pull the 
Cardinal within 20-17 in the third 


quarter. 
Stanford was without its best 
receiver, sophomore Richard 


Sherman, who sat out the game after 
being suspended for poor sportsman- 
ship on the sidelines during a loss to 
Washington last week. 

Mark Bradford led Cardinal 
receivers with 12 receptions for 141 
yards.

81, spoils Mayo’s college debut

LOS ANGELES — Give it up for the 
Atlantic Sun. 

Mercer capped a sensational week for 
the low-major conference, stunning No. 
18 Southern California 96-81 Saturday 
and spoiling O.J. Mayo’s college debut. 

The Atlantic Sun’s dream week began 
Thursday, when Gardner-Webb shook 
things up with a 16-point victory over 
No. 20 Kentucky on the Wildcats’ home 
court, then Belmont won at Cincinnati on 
Friday. 

“The Kentucky result was on our 
mind,” USC’s Taj Gibson said. “We 
knew this was a dangerous team.” 

James Florence scored 30 points and 
the small-school Bears from Macon, Ga., 
shot nearly 60 percent from the floor in 
their season-opener. 

“There’s no way to describe it,” 
Florence said. 

Watch out Alabama, Harvard and 
Boston College. Mercer comes your way 
next. 

“They'll come a lot harder at us,” said 
Calvin Henry, who added 14 points. 

Mayo, one of the nation’s most prized 
recruits, led the Trojans with 32 points, 
but he couldn’t help them overcome 19 
turnovers and 18-of-32 free-throw shoot- 
ing. His points were a school record by a 
freshman in his debut. 

“It was tough, but they did a great 
job,” Mayo said. “We need to come out 
and respect our opponent and play hard. 
We came out nonchalantly.” 

Mercer had the Trojans in trouble 
early. The Bears shot 59 percent in the 
first half, when they led by 21 points. 

The Bears had five players in double 
figures, 12 steals, shot 81 percent from 


the line and outscored USC 14-6 on fast- 
breaks. Florence’s points were the most 
by an opponent in the 2-year-old Galen 
Center. 

“Coach told us, ‘Hard work beats tal- 
ent when talent doesn’t work hard,’ 
Henry said. 

“That was our quote of the week,” 
Mercer coach Mark Slonaker said. 

Mayo worked a lot harder in the sec- 
ond half, and it still wasn’t enough 
against a more experienced team. 

The Trojans opened with a 22-8 run, 
including 10 by Mayo, who had fans on 
their feet with a breakaway one-handed 
layin. 

“We felt like they were going to go to 
him early,” Slonaker said. “We kept 
telling the guys, ‘Weather the storm and 
keep attacking.’ You know SC was going 
to make a run, but we held them off. That 
shows maturity.” 

He whipped a behind-the-head pass to 
Gibson, who missed on the drive, but 
Gibson dunked on USC’s next possession 
to get them to 55-52. 

Gibson finished with 13 points and 14 
rebounds. Angelo Johnson had 17 points 
for the Trojans, who won a school-record 
25 games and reached the final 16 of last 
season’s NCAA tournament. 

“We got tired and couldn’t sustain any 
effort for any long period of time,” coach 
Tim Floyd said. “The 47 points we gave 
up in both halves was very discouraging. 
That is somewhat reflecting of what we 
have been experiencing in practice. We 
are a team of two juniors and three 
sophomores who played a year ago. Our 
freshmen are not ready yet.” 

Mercer answered USC’s run with six 
straight points and soon restored its lead 
to double digits on a 3-pointer by Brian

Mills. 

Mayo came up with three 3-pointers in 
the final three minutes, but the game was 
already out of reach. 

“As good as described,” Henry said 
about Mayo. “They ran every play and 
screen for him. He made us work for it.” 

USC fell to 0-3 in season openers 
under Floyd. They lost the two previous 
years in overtime to Cal State Northridge 
and South Carolina. 

“Tim is going to get this team going,” 
Slonaker said. “It’s just early.” 

The Trojans won’t play their lone 
exhibition game until Dec. 8, so they 
jumped into the regular season without 
playing anybody but each other in prac- 
tice. 

It showed. USC shot 29 percent in the 
first half and missed a slew of open shots. 
Mayo committed four of his team’s nine 
turnovers in the half. 

“We missed a lot of easy shots and a 
ton of free throws,” he said. “It hurts us. 
We got to learn from this and get better.” 

Mayo wore No. 32 in tribute to his 
favorite childhood player Magic 
Johnson; it’s also the number O.J. 
Simpson wore as a Heisman Trophy-win- 
ning running back for the Trojans. 

In a look reminiscent of Kobe Bryant, 
another of his favorites, Mayo wore black 
sleeves on both arms and both legs. 

Hearing his name announced for the 
first time as a college player “was a lot of 
fun. I wish we would’ve won,” Mayo 
said. 

USC played without guard Daniel 
Hackett, who has a broken jaw but will 
return to practice on Monday, and fresh- 
man Mamadou Diarra, who had hernia 


surgery.

Herring, Carpenter help No. 9 Arizona 


State outlast UCLA 24-20

PASADENA — Arizona State’s Rudy 
Carpenter, who grew up in the Los 
Angeles suburbs, was happy the Sun 
Devils finally won a game in the Rose 
Bowl. 

After No. 9 ASU held off UCLA 24-20 
on Saturday, Carpenter said he wouldn’t 
mind playing another game in Pasadena 
sometime soon. 

“This win is huge for our team. We 
hadn’t won here since 1996,” the Sun 
Devils’ quarterback said. “It feels really 
good to hear our crowd in (the Bruins’ 
stadium). 

“The possibility of me being back 
home in a month and a half to play in the 
Rose Bowl, that would be great fun for 
me.” 

There are many possible scenarios left 
for the Sun Devils (9-1, 6-1 Pac-10), 
including a shot at the conference title 
and a berth in the Rose Bowl Game. 

As the game ended, a throng of ASU 
fans chanted, “USC! USC!” The Sun 
Devils’ next game, against No. 12 
Southern California on Thanksgiving in 
Tempe, looks like a pivotal one. 

Carpenter, threw for 200 yards and a 
touchdown, Chris McGaha had nine 
receptions for 123 yards, and Keegan 
Herring rushed for 116 yards on 22 car- 
ries, including a 71-yard touchdown run 
to help Arizona State hold off the injury- 
riddled Bruins. 

The Sun Devils were coming off their 
lone loss, a 35-23 defeat by No. 3 Oregon 
in Eugene. 

ASU coach Dennis Erickson said 
UCLA played well, and “We made some 
plays. You don’t win nine games without 
making plays. We always seem to find a 
way.” 


The battered Bruins (5-5, 4-3) lost for 
the fourth time in five games, including a 
20-6 defeat by Notre Dame that is still the 
Irish’s lone win this year. 

Despite using their fourth quarterback 
of the year, the Bruins put up a surpris- 
ingly good fight against the Sun Devils. 
Osaar Rasshan, who had been converted 
to wide receiver then switched back to 
quarterback last month after injuries to 
the Bruins’ first two quarterbacks, went 
14-of-27 for 181 yards with one intercep- 
tion. He ran for 41 yards on 13 carries. 

That was, however, about it for the 
UCLA offense. 

“Osaar did a nice job with his first 
start, fighting through some circum- 
stances and some rough moments,” 
UCLA coach Karl Dorrell said. 
“(Tailback) Craig Sheppard did the same 
thing. He did a nice job of carrying the 
load with the football. 

“We played well defensively most of 
the time.” 

Safety Dennis Keyes logged 14 tackles 
for the Bruins. Chris Horton had three of 
their six sacks. Carpenter was sacked 
nine times in the loss to Oregon. 

Carpenter went 16-of-31 against the 
Bruins, including a 9-yard touchdown 
pass to Kyle Williams. 

The Sun Devils fell behind 10-0 early, 
trailed 13-10 at halftime, then went ahead 
to stay on Dimitri Nance’s 11-yard touch- 
down run five minutes into the third quar- 
ter. 

The teams traded touchdowns during a 
13-second span of the third quarter. 
Herring reeled off his long scoring run 
for a 24-13 lead, but Matthew Slater 
returned the ensuing kickoff 89 yards to 
cut the deficit to four points. 

That ended the scoring. 

Down by six after Kai Forbath kicked 


a 42-yard field goal 23 seconds before 
halftime, the Sun Devils narrowed the 
gap to 13-10 by turning a mistake by 
UCLA defensive end Bruce Davis into a 
53-yard field goal by Thomas Weber. 

Carpenter threw a pass from his own 
49-yard line that was knocked down in 
the end zone as time ran out in the second 
quarter. But Davis was called for rough- 
ing the passer, the penalty moved the ball 
to the UCLA 36, and ASU got an auto- 
matic first down with no time on the 
clock. 

Weber, a redshirt freshman, then 
kicked his career-long 53 yarder. He has 
made 19 of 20 this season. 

“The big play for us was when they 
got a penalty just before the half, allow- 
ing us to kick a field goal,” Erickson said. 
“Tt was big.” 

Said Dorrell: “The call at the end of 
the first half and the big run (by Herring) 
in the third quarter were a couple of plays 
we'd like to have back.” 

Forbath kicked his second field goal to 
seemingly send UCLA into halftime with 
a 13-7 lead. But Carpenter completed a 
12-yard pass to McGaha to the 49, then 
two plays later, Davis drew the costly 
penalty. 

Forbath earlier kicked a 28-yarder, and 
later in the first quarter, Terrence Austin 
returned Weber’s punt 68 yards to the 
ASU 1. Sheppard, a walk-on pressed into 
duty by injuries at the tailback spot, 
bulled over from the 2 to give UCLA a 
10-0 lead. He finished with 56 yards on 
12 carries. 

Slater’s kickoff return was his third for 
a touchdown this year, setting both a sea- 
son and career record for UCLA. The 
three in a season also tied the Pac-10 
record set by USC’s Anthony Davis in 
1974. 


No. 1 loses 
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against an Ohio State defense that came 
in allowing just 65 yards on the ground 
per game. Rashard Mendenhall set an 
Illinois season record while rushing for 
88 yards on 26 carries. 

The defeat crippled Ohio State’s 
dreams of a national championship and 
knocked the Buckeyes into a tie for the 
top spot in the Big Ten because of 
Michigan’s earlier loss to Wisconsin. 

Not since Nov. 14, 1959, had 
Michigan and Ohio State both lost the 
week before their annual year-end grudge 
match, which once again this season will 
decide the champion. 

“We don’t have time to put our heads 
down,” Buckeyes linebacker James 
Laurinaitis said. 

Marcus Thomas’ interception gave 
Illinois the ball with 8:09 left at its own 
24. And Ohio State would never get it 
back. 

The Illini lined up to punt on a fourth- 
and-inches at their own 34 with 6:53 left, 
but Buckeyes coach Jim Tressel called 
timeout and Zook reconsidered after 
being prodded by his quarterback. 

“T will get it,’ Zook said the sopho- 
more quarterback told him. “You better 
get it,” the coach said he told Williams. 


Williams sneaked for the first down 
and twice more he converted third-and- 
long on quarterback draws. 

Tressel said of the timeout, “I’d like to 
have that one back.” 

After the game, while Illinois players 
flooded the field to celebrate at midfield. 
The two teams got into a small skirmish 
with some shoving and a couple of 
punches thrown before order was 
restored. 

Ohio State’s Todd Boeckman had his 
worst game in his first year as a starter. 
He completed 13 of 23 passes for 156 
yards with three interceptions. Thomas 
had one pick and forced another in the 
Illinois end zone in the third quarter by 
tipping it to teammate Antonio Steele. 

The Illini built the lead to 28-14 with a 
drive that was manufactured around the 
running of Mendenhall and Williams. 
Mendenhall ran for 17 yards in the 
march, with Williams going for 16 and 
also hitting Brian Gamble on a 15-yard 
gainer. 

Williams, who has been replaced late 
in games, finished it off with a 31-yard 
scoring pass to wide-open Marcus 
Wilkins at the goal line. 

The Buckeyes came right back to cut 
the lead to 28-21 with a 76-yard drive of 
their own, with Boeckman — never 
known as a runner — picking up 35 yards 
on the first snap. The Buckeyes scored on 


Chris Wells’ 18-yard run to the right cor- 
ner of the end zone. 

After forcing an Illini punt, the 
Buckeyes were moving the ball again 
when Boeckman’s deep pass into double 
coverage was intercepted by Thomas, 
who leaped high to reach the ball ahead 
of Brian Robiskie. 

Two of the best linebackers in the 
country were on display and both had 
good games. Leman had 12 stops, includ- 
ing two for negative yardage and 
Laurinaitis had 12 tackles. 

Wells ran for 76 yards on 20 carries 
and scored on runs of 11 and 17 yards to 
lead the Buckeyes. Boeckman was 
harassed all day and was sacked twice. 

The Buckeyes had won their last 28 
regular-season games and hadn’t lost at 
all since getting routed 41-14 by Florida 
in the BCS title game. Zook played a big 
part in building those Gators, before he 
was fired by Florida in 2004. 

The Zooker got the Buckeyes again. 

A year ago the Illini were 2-10, but 
they showed signs of improvement for 
the first time in years in a 17-10 loss to 
No. 1 Ohio State. The year before the 
Buckeyes beat Illinois 40-2. 

Now the Buckeyes must travel to 
Michigan for a game they knew would 
decide the Big Ten title and hoped would 
be for a spot in the national title game.

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GOLDBERG ON FOOTBALL: 
Pats acknowledge “Spygate”

At the end of New 
England’s 38-14 win over San 
Diego in the season’s second 
week, Bill Belichick’s players 
hugged him with genuine 
emotion, something not often 
directed toward their unemo- 
tional and often distant coach. 

It was, of course, a reaction 
to “Spygate,” the confiscation 
of tapes the Patriots were 
making of the Jets’ defensive 
signals a week earlier. That 
led commissioner Roger 
Goodell to levy fines of 
$500,000 against Belichick, 
$250,000 against the team and 
take away New England’s 
first-round draft pick. 

Is that emotion the reason 
the Patriots are 9-0 and were 
untested until last week’s 24- 
20 win in Indianapolis? 

No. They’re too good for 
that. The addition of three 
quality receivers led by Randy 
Moss made them the favorite 
to win the Super Bowl before 
the season started and no one 
knew about the tapes. 

But was the discipline a 
motivating factor for a team 
that in its first eight games 
hadn’t won by less than 17? 

Absolutely. 

“From the owner to the 
front office to coaches to the 
players, it helped bring every- 
one together even more,” 
Robert Kraft, the team’s 
owner, said this week. 

In other words, Goodell’s 
discipline seems to have moti- 
vated what already was the 
NFL’s best team to play even 
harder. 

Until the game against the 
Colts, the only team close to 
the Patriots in ability, New 
England hadn’t scored less 
than 34 points in a game, and 
its average margin of victory 
was 25 points. 

Beyond that, Belichick and 
his players seem to be enjoy- 
ing running it up, leaving his 
starters in longer than neces- 
sary or trying for needless late 
touchdowns. That kind of 
thing happened in a 52-7 
thrashing of Washington and 
it happened against Dallas, the 
second-best team the Patriots 
have faced, when New 
England scored with 23 sec- 
onds left to add seven points 
in a 48-27 win. 

Belichick, as is his wont, is 
mum on the subject, even 
when pressed in a public 
forum. 

“What did you want us to 
do, kick a field goal?” he said 
after he went for a first down 
that led to a TD with the 
Patriots leading the Redskins 
38-7 in the fourth quarter two 
weeks ago. That rout was an 
embarrassment to Joe Gibbs, a 
Hall of Fame coach who has 
won three Super Bowls, the 
same number as Belichick. 
The classy Gibbs said he did- 
n’t mind, but a lot of other 
people did. 

Those New England Super 
Bowl wins, all by three points, 
are among the reasons 
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and clinched consecutive 
seven-win seasons for the 
first time since 1976-77. 
Kentucky still plays SEC East 
rivals Tennessee and Georgia, 
and has a chance to sneak into 
the league title game in 
Atlanta by defeating both. 

No. 22 Tennessee 34, 
Arkansas 13 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (AP) 
— Erik Ainge threw for two 
touchdowns and Arian Foster 
ran for another as the 
Volunteers kept their drive for 
an SEC Eastern Division title 
alive. 

Tennessee (7-3, 4-2) held 
conference rushing leader 
Darren McFadden to 117 
yards, and Casey Dick com- 
pleted 12 of 22 passes for 140 
yards and two interceptions. 
Last week, McFadden tied the 
SEC single-game rushing 
record with 321 yards against 
South Carolina. 

The Razorbacks (6-4, 2-4) 
struggled all day in the red 
zone and with penalties. 

Arkansas narrowed the 
lead to 27-13 with 8:27 left in 
the game on Michael Smith’s 
9-yard touchdown run after a 
handoff from McFadden. It 
was as close as the Hogs 
would get. 


Belichick has his foot on the 
throttle so late in the game. 

That’s because of the reac- 
tion to the disclosure the 
Patriots were illegally taping 
opponents on the sidelines. 
For a week after that, several 
opposing players questioned 
whether the Pats would have 
won titles after the 2001, 2003 
and 2004 seasons if they had- 
n’t cheated. 

“Oh, they knew,” the 
Steelers’ Hines Ward said, 
referring to the New England 
defense in the two AFC title 
games it won in Pittsburgh. 
“They were calling our stuff 
out. They knew, especially 
that first championship game 
here at Heinz Field. They 
knew a lot of our calls. 
There’s no question some of 
their players were calling out 
some of our stuff.” 

Reno Mahe of the Eagles, 
who lost the 2005 Super Bowl 
to New England, was even 
more emphatic. 

“T think they should forfeit, 
man,” Mahe said. “We won 
the Super Bowl. I think we 
should get it. ’'m going to go 
trade my NFC championship 
ring for a Super Bowl ring.” 

Ward may have had a point. 
Mahe was over the top. 

Remember that there are 
legal ways of getting signals: 
film study, lip-reading, guess- 
work among them. 

After the Giants beat the 
Jets this season, Giants middle 
linebacker Antonio Pierce 
said he could interpret the 
audibles being called by Jets 
QB Chad Pennington. Indeed, 
tapes of the game show Giants 
shifting just before several 
plays to the side to which the 
Jets ran — and stuffing the 
plays. 

It’s a thin line. Taping is 
illegal, but reading with the 
naked eye the signals sent in 
by a coach or interpreting the 
quarterback’s signals is fair. 
There is plenty of suspicion 
but nothing to really prove 
that the Patriots weren’t doing 
to the Steelers six years ago or 
the Eagles in that Super Bowl 
just what the Giants did 
against the Jets. 

After the NFL destroyed 
the tapes, to the consternation 
of many, it said in a statement: 

“The Patriots have fully 
cooperated and complied with 
the requirements of the com- 
missioner’s decision. All 
tapes, documents and other 
records relating to this matter 
were turned over to the league 
office and destroyed, and the 
Patriots have certified in writ- 
ing that no copies or other 
records exist.” 

If anything, the questions 
still being raised about New 
England’s accomplishments 
are motivating the Patriots 
even more. The latest motiva- 
tor is Don Shula, who coached 
the last unbeaten team, the 
1972 Miami Dolphins, and 
suggested to the New York 
Daily News this week that 
there should be an asterisk 
placed next to the Patriots in 
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the record book if they finish 
this season without a loss. 

Kraft, who extended 
Belichick’s contract shortly 
after the fines, reiterated that 
he isn’t happy about the tap- 
ing episode. 

“Branding is important to 
us — doing it the right way,” 
he said. 

“We’re not about cheating. 
That’s not who we are. There 
are too many things that can 
go wrong in any game — 
injuries, bad calls, just a 
bounce or two — especially in 
a league where the system is 
set up to make everyone 
equal. We’re winning because 
this is a team with a tremen- 
dous work ethic, a team that’s 
proven itself. Im proud to 
know that they are conducting 
themselves the right way.” 

They’re also conducting 
themselves the angry way 
because the allegations are 
still festering, as the Shula 
comment demonstrates. 

Mark down Dec. 16. That’s 
when the Jets, currently 1-8, 
visit Foxborough. Even before 
the tape episode, the relation- 
ship between Belichick and 
his former assistant, New 
York coach Eric Mangini, 
wasn’t exactly warm and cud- 
dly.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Juice Williams provided the big 
plays on the ground and through the air, spurring Illinois to a 
stunning 28-21 victory over top-ranked Ohio State on Saturday 
night and throwing open the national title race. 

It was the first time Illinois (8-3, 5-2 Big Ten) had beaten a 
No. 1 since 1956, and the first time it had done it away from 
home. The defeat also ended a record streak of 20 Big Ten wins 
in a row by the Buckeyes (10-1, 6-1). 

Williams, criticized all year because of his errant passing, 
tossed four touchdown passes. Rashard Mendenhall set an 
Illinois season record while rushing for 88 yards on 26 carries. 

The Fighting Illini rushed for 260 yards against an Ohio 
State defense that came in allowing just 65 yards on the ground 
per game. 

Not since Nov. 14, 1959, had Michigan and Ohio State both 
lost the week before their annual year-end grudge match. But 
their game next week again will decide the Big Ten champion.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) — Chase Daniel threw for 352 
yards and three touchdowns, and the Tigers pulled away late 
against the Aggies and embattled coach Dennis Franchione. 

Missouri (9-1, 5-1 Big 12) reached nine victories for the first 
time since 1969 and only the fourth time in school history. The 
Tigers also finished 5-0 at Faurot Field. 

Texas A&M (6-5, 3-4) has lost three straight to top-10 oppo- 
nents. 

Tony Temple ran for 141 yards, including a 44-yard scoring 
run in the first quarter. Maclin finished with five catches for 
146 yards, and his 82-yard touchdown catch was the school’s 
longest scoring play since an 86-yard run by Robert Delpino in 
1987. No. 9 Arizona State 24, UCLA 20

Osaar Rasshan went 14-of-27 for 181 yards with one pick for 
the Bruins. 

The Sun Devils fell behind 10-0 early, trailed 13-10 at half- 
time, then went ahead to stay on Dimitri Nance’s 11-yard 
touchdown run five minutes into the third quarter. No. 10 
Georgia 45, No. 18 Auburn 20 

ATHENS, Ga. (AP) — Donning black jerseys for the first 
time in the modern era, Matthew Stafford threw a pair of touch- 
down passes and Knowshon Moreno broke 100 yards rushing 
for the fourth straight game, leading Georgia past 18th-ranked 
Auburn 45-20 Saturday. 

The Bulldogs (8-2) remained on top of the SEC East with a 
5-2 mark, but they need help to reach the title game. Tennessee 
has only two SEC losses and has the tiebreaker over Georgia. 

Stafford threw a 58-yard TD pass to Mohamed Massaquoi 
and a 13-yarder to Sean Bailey.

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — Colt McCoy passed for four touch- 
downs, ran for two more and the Longhorns scored 24 points in 
the fourth quarter to hold off the Red Raiders.

Space shuttle Discovery returns to Earth, 
ends 15-day mission packed with heroics

CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Fla. -- Discovery and its 
crew returned to Earth on 
Wednesday and concluded a 
15-day space station build 
and repair mission that was 
among the most challenging 
-- and heroic -- in shuttle 
history. 

The space shuttle touched 
down on a crisp and bright 
fall afternoon after safely 
crossing the continent in the 
first coast-to-coast re-entry 
since the Columbia disaster 
almost five years ago. 

The seven shuttle astro- 
nauts and three residents of 
the international space sta- 
tion teamed up during the 
docked mission to save a 
mangled solar wing. It was 
one of the most difficult and 
dangerous repairs ever 
attempted in orbit, but the 
future of the space station 
was riding on it and Scott 
Parazynski pulled it off in a 
single spacewalk. 

“It was an extraordinary 
feat,” shuttle program man- 
ager Wayne Hale said after 
shaking the astronauts’ 
hands. 

Discovery’s commander, 
Pamela Melroy, was quick to 
thank everyone who helped 
pull off the mission. 

“Its a thrilling day for 
both the space shuttle and 
the space station programs,” 
she said. “We are thrilled to 
be back home.” 

On its way home, 
Discovery crossed over 
Canada’s British Columbia 
and made a diagonal descent 
over Montana, Wyoming, 
the Great Plains, the Deep 
South and, finally, down 
into Florida. NASA opted 
for the more populous route 
to avoid a riskier landing in 
darkness, and to give the 
crew some extra rest after 
such a long and strenuous 
flight. 

Double inspections of the 
spaceship’s wings in orbit 
confirmed the thermal 
shielding would hold up to 
the 3,000-degree heat of 
atmospheric re-entry. A 
quick look at the shuttle on 
the landing strip showed lit- 
tle if any damage. 
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spanned 238 revolutions of 


Earth and 6.25 million 
miles. 
NASA Administrator 


Michael Griffin said the 
flight, from start to finish, 
demonstrated “NASA at its 
very best.” He described the 
landing as “spot on” and 
also “just as pretty as it gets 
-- if that matters.” 

Even before the mission 
began Oct. 23, the astro- 
nauts knew they were in for 
one of the most challenging 
and complicated space sta- 
tion construction missions 
ever. They had no trouble 
installing a pressurized com- 
partment named Harmony 
and moving a girder from 
one side of the space station 
to another, and even man- 
aged to peek into a clogged 
joint needed to turn the 
right-sided set of solar 
wings. 

But the flight took a dra- 
matic turn Oct. 30 when it 
came time to unfurl the solar 
wings on the relocated gird- 
er on the left side of the 
space station. The first wing 
popped out fine, but the sec- 
ond one became snagged in 
a clump of tangled wires and 
ripped in two places. 

Flight controllers rushed 
to come up with a repair 
plan. On Saturday -- just 


four days after the damage 
occurred -- Parazynski float- 
ed outside with wire cutters, 
pliers and some homemade 
tools and fixed the torn 
wing. 

No one had ever ventured 
so far from the safe confines 
of the space station before or 
worked right up against a 
solar wing coursing with 
more than 100 volts of elec- 
tricity and swaying back and 
forth. He was propped on 
the end of a 90-foot exten- 
sion beam that just barely 
reached the wing’s damaged 
section. 

The repair -- hailed by 
NASA as one of the top all- 
time space saves -- allows 
the space agency to press 
ahead with the next shuttle 
flight to the space station in 
early December. Atlantis 
will deliver a European lab- 
oratory. 

The space station crew 
faces a huge workload, how- 
ever, to get ready for that 
mission. And in an unusual 
twist, the shuttle program 
might have to wait for the 
station side before flying. 

In addition, before a 
Japanese lab can be 
launched in sections begin- 
ning in February, NASA 
must determine whether the 
solar joint trouble will leave 
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the station with too little 
power to support this mas- 
sive addition. 

The astronauts gathered 
samples of the steel grit that 
was discovered inside the 
joint and brought them back 
in a plastic bag. It was one 
of the first items NASA 
grabbed following touch- 
down. By analyzing the 
shavings, engineers hope to 
pinpoint the source of the 
problem and devise a way to 
replace the grinding parts 
and clean up the mess, pos- 
sibly with magnets. 

Discovery also brought 
back a former space station 
resident, Clayton Anderson. 
He left the planet in June 
and spent 152 days in orbit. 
Wednesday was his 15th 
wedding anniversary, and he 
couldn’t wait to be reunited 
with his wife, Susan. 

Melroy, meanwhile, 
became only the second 
woman to land a space shut- 
tle. Her flight coincided 
with the first female-led 
space station crew, and cata- 
pulted Melroy and station 
skipper Peggy Whitson into 
space history books.

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Astronauts take spacewalk 
at space station, pick up where 
shuttle colleagues left off

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. -- Two astronauts ventured out 
on a spacewalk at the international space station on Friday, 
picking up where the shuttle Discovery crew left off just days 
ago. Commander Peggy Whitson and her Russian crewmate, 
Yuri Malenchenko, spent seven hours outside getting the space 
station’s newest addition ready for its big move. They should 
have performed the spacewalk during Discovery’s visit, but the 
work was put off after a solar wing ripped and demanded 
immediate attention. 

The two cleared cables from the spot where the Harmony 
compartment will be relocated next week and unfastened a 
number of electrical connections. They struggled to loosen 
some of the bolts. 

“You think somebody glued these on?” asked Whitson as she 
used brute force to free the connections. 

“Looks like for the next (spacewalk) we’ll need one of those 
hydraulic jaws-of-life machines,” observed astronaut Daniel 
Tani, who orchestrated the spacewalk from inside. 

Harmony, a pressurized chamber the size of a school bus, 
was delivered by Discovery late last month and installed in a 
temporary location. Harmony will serve as the docking port for 
European and Japanese laboratories. 

Before NASA can launch its next shuttle mission, Harmony 
must be repositioned at the space station, a job that will require 
two more spacewalks and extensive robotic work over the next 
two weeks. There is so much to do that the three space station 
residents will get only one day off a week for the foreseeable 
future -- they’ll even work Thanksgiving. 

Friday’s spacewalk got the crew off to a good start. The only 
trouble, other than tight connectors, was flaking-type damage 
to the mittens over Malenchenko’s gloves. Both spacewalkers 
wore mittens to protect their gloves from ripping on sharp sta- 
tion edges, an increasingly common problem for astronauts. 

They lugged back inside the protective cover from Harmony 
that they had removed and folded up. “Looking through the 
window here all I can see is a big aluminum foil,” Tani said. “It 
looks like turkey cooking in the oven.” 

The European laboratory, Columbus, is supposed to fly up 
on Atlantis as early as December. 

NASA wants to launch Columbus and the Japanese lab Kibo, 
or Hope, as soon as possible after so many years of delay. The 
2003 Columbia disaster put everything on hold for more than 
two years, and continued problems with insulating foam falling 
off the fuel tank further stalled the flights. Adding to the pres- 
sure is a looming 2010 deadline for retiring the remaining three 
space shuttles and finishing space station construction.

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Recovery resumes on SF Bay oil spill, response questioned

SAN FRANCISCO -- The 
U.S. Coast Guard’s top offi- 
cial in California acknowl- 
edged Friday that the agency 
did not inform state and city 
officials when the magnitude 
of an oil spill in San Francisco 
Bay became apparent. 

City officials say they were 
still being told more than 12 
hours after a ship struck the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge Wednesday morning in 
dense fog that only 140 gal- 
lons of oil had spilled into the 
bay. But Coast Guard officials 
have said they knew hours 
earlier that the spill dumped 
58,000 gallons. 

“That is not acceptable,” 
said Rear Adm. Craig Bone, 
who didn’t explain the delay 
but insisted the Coast Guard’s 
response to the incident was 
immediate and aggressive. 

The spill, believed to be the 
biggest in the bay since 1988, 
has closed several beaches, 
canceled weekend outdoor 
events and threatened thou- 
sands of birds and marine ani- 
mals. 


Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger toured the 
command center at San 


Francisco’s Fort Mason where 
state and federal officials are 
coordinating on cleanup 
plans. 

“How does a ship, with that 
much space available, how 
does a ship hit the bridge?” 
the governor asked as he was 
shown a map of the bay and 
where the vessel struck the 
bridge, 

“That’s what we’re investi- 
gating,” Coast Guard Capt. 
William Uberti, captain of the 


Port of San Francisco, 
answered. “That shouldn’t 
have happened.” 


Early Friday, oil skimmers, 
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Closed signs and barrier tape mark the closed sections of Rodeo Beach after a 
bunker fuel oil spill, carried by tides from San Francisco Bay, coated Marin’s 
shores, prompting authorities to close three beaches near the Golden Gate on 
Thursday, Nov. 8. Fort Baker, Rodeo and Tennessee Valley beaches were cordoned 
off as pools of oil coated the water and washed ashore along the Golden Gate

surveillance flights and shore- 
line cleanup teams resumed 
their work mopping up the 
damage. The California 
Department of Fish and Game 
reported 73 live birds had 
been collected; 17 were found 
dead. 

“The effects of the oil spill 
could persist for months and 
possibly years,” said Tina 
Swanson, a fish biologist with 
the Bay Institute. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom said 
if the city knew earlier about 
the spill’s scope, it would’ve 
responded differently. 
Newsom has threatened legal 
action against the parties 
responsible. 


Sen. Barbara Boxer also 
criticized the Coast Guard’s 
response in a letter Thursday 
to Commandant Adm. Thad 
W. Allen. She said she was 
“very troubled by the Coast 
Guard’s delay in delivering 
accurate information to the 
public and the city of San 
Francisco. Many questions 
remain as to why it took an 
entire day to determine the 
gravity of this spill.” 

Bone said Friday “their 
concerns were warranted.” 

A Coast Guard log of 
Wednesday’s events obtained 
by The Associated Press 
showed the Coast Guard 
briefed city officials around 
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1:25 p.m., but both the ship’s 
crew and some Coast Guard 
personnel were vastly under- 
estimating the scope of the 
spill. 

About two hours after the 
8:30 a.m. incident, engineers 
aboard the cargo ship estimat- 
ed about 146 gallons of fuel 
had leaked. 

The Coast Guard began 
receiving reports from its own 
personnel that suggested a 
much bigger spill, including 


oil washing up on piers miles 
away, and “oiled birds and 
wildlife.” 

Yet at 4:49 p.m., a team of 
Coast Guard, California 
Department of Fish and Game 
and San Francisco police offi- 
cials estimated “400 gallons in 
the water total,” according to 
the log. 

Uberti disputed that. He 
said Coast Guard personnel 
knew the full extent of the 
spill by around 4 p.m., and 
Coast Guard and private 
response firms responded 
immediately after the inci- 
dent. 

He rejected any suggestion 
that the crews could have con- 
tained the spill more quickly. 

Tides on Wednesday and 
Thursday carried a plume of 
heavy fuel beneath the Golden 
Gate Bridge and into the 
Pacific Ocean. By Thursday 
afternoon, oil had been sight- 
ed as far north as Stinson 
Beach, about 15 miles north of 
the city. 

“This is a very environ- 
mentally sensitive area, so it’s 
of great concern,” said Uberti, 
who canceled the swim por- 
tions of two triathlons sched- 
uled for this weekend because 
of health concerns. 

Coast Guard investigators 
were focused Friday on com- 
munications between the 
ship’s crew, watch officer and 
helmsman and vessel traffic 
authorities in the moments 
before the incident. 

According to chief investi- 
gator G. Ross Wheatley, the 
pilot and the shipping compa- 
ny could face civil penalties. 
He said in Coast Guard inter- 
views, the pilot, Capt. John 
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Cota, had answered every 
question put to him. Wheatley 
could not answer Friday what 
route Cota was trying to take. 

The ship, called Cosco 
Busan, had just left the Port of 
Oakland and was proceeding 
to sea when it hit the bridge 
around 8:30 a.m. Wednesday. 
The accident caused no struc- 
tural damage to the Bay 
Bridge, officials said, but the 
vessel’s hull suffered a large 
gash. 

A series of factors appeared 
to have contributed to the 
slow assessment of the spill. 
The ship’s crew could not use 
its normal means of determin- 
ing how much fuel had 
escaped because some of the 
equipment was damaged in 
the crash. Instead, they were 
forced to heat the gelatinous 
remaining fuel and transfer it 
to a different tank, then mea- 
sure it, officials said. 

Other normal means of 
measuring the spill, such as 
visual assessments by boat or 
plane, were hampered by the 
fog, said Lt. Rob Roberts, an 
investigator with the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game. 

“It was hard to see what 
was going on down at the 
waterline,” he said.

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other and those who had come 
before them. 

“When I started this thing 
nine years ago, we had 20 
World War II vets,” said 
Smith.

What to do after a financial blunder

It’s time to fess up. Did you 
lease a two-seat convertible, 
conveniently forgetting that 
you have three kids? Or per- 
haps you paid a financial 
adviser big bucks to get into a 
deferred annuity with a stingy 
return. 

The editors of Consumer 
Reports’ Money Adviser say 
to forgive yourself, but be 
careful not to make a rash 
response that could make a 
bad situation worse. You 
could damage your credit rat- 
ing or boost your tax bill if 
you bail without careful plan- 
ning. Here’s what to do if you 
made one of three bad finan- 
cial decisions: 


CAR LEASING 


Dumb move: You lease a 
car or a truck that you no 
longer like or can afford. 

Even dumber move: You 
walk away from the contract 
and watch your credit score 
plummet. 

Smarter moves: 
Renegotiate the lease, termi- 
nate it early or transfer it. 

If you’re having trouble 
making the monthly pay- 
ments, ask the leasing compa- 
ny if you can skip a payment 
or extend the contract’s term. 


Both options will cost you 
money, but at least you won’t 
default. Get any new terms in 
writing. 

Terminating a lease early 
will also cause financial pain, 
as you must cough up a termi- 
nation fee plus all the remain- 
ing lease payments in addition 
to a lease disposition fee, 
which is due at the end of a 
lease if you choose not to buy 
the vehicle. 

You can advertise in your 
local newspaper or on Web 
sites like LeaseTrader.com or 
SwapALease.com to find a 
buyer. But keep in mind that 
you'll probably have to offer 
an incentive of a few hundred 
to several thousand dollars to 
attract a takeover candidate. 


ANNUITIES 


Dumb move: You bought a 
deferred annuity with high 
fees and expenses that depress 
your investment returns. 

Even dumber move: You 
pay a surrender fee to cash out 
of the contract, and incur tax 
penalties too. Or you sell your 
annuity for less than it’s 
worth. 

Smarter moves: Get out of 
the contract, but take care to

avoid or at least minimize sur- 
render fees and tax penalties. 

First decide whether you 
should keep your annuity or 
ditch it. That’s easy to do if 
you own a fixed annuity. Just 
compare the interest rate it’s 
earning with other annuities or 
fixed-income investments. It’s 
much more difficult to decide 
what to do with an indexed 
annuity, which pays an inter- 
est rate based on the perfor- 
mance of a financial index, 
such as the Standard & Poor’s 
500. 

If it makes sense to get out, 
don’t sell your contract to a 
so-called factoring firm. It 
will pay what it determines is 
the present value of your 
annuity, meaning the value 
today of its future payments, 
discounted at some rate of 
compound interest. 


LIFE INSURANCE 

Dumb move: You buy a 
cash-value life-insurance poli- 
cy that performs poorly but 
sticks you with high premi- 
ums. 

Even dumber move: You 
let the policy lapse, losing all 
the money you sank into it. 

Smarter moves: Surrender 


the policy for its cash value, 
exchange it tax-free for a bet- 
ter policy, or sell it for a fair 
price. 

Don’t dump a cash-value 
life-insurance policy until you 
find another investment that’s 
likely to yield a better return. 
If you surrender your policy 
for its cash value, you may 
have to pay income tax if the 
amount you receive exceeds 
the premiums you’ve paid. 

You can sell your policy to 
a life-settlement company 
where you work with a broker 
to shop your policy around to 
multiple companies. The com- 
pany you choose will typical- 
ly pay you more for your pol- 
icy than you could get surren- 
dering it for cash value to the 
insurance company that issued 
it. 

But keep in mind that the 
life-settlement market is 
young and poses some traps 
for consumers. Transaction 
costs can be high, and it can 
be difficult to determine if 
you’re getting a fair price for 
your policy.

Did the sellers learn their lesson? 


The stock market turmoil of late sum- 
mer caused many investors to panic -- a 
classic study in human behavior. 

Short-term volatility has no long-term 
impact on investments, but many people 
act as though it does. Too many investors 
act like beachgoers focused on big, 
rolling waves, not realizing that waves 
have no impact on the tide. 

If it upsets you to watch your invest- 
ments fall in value, then don’t watch. 
Ignoring current market activity is a 
much better approach than moving your 
money into investments that you think 
are “safer.” After all, if the “safe” invest- 
ment was appropriate for you based on 
your circumstances, that’s where you 
would have been invested in the first 
place. 

Indeed, it’s common for people to 
engage in what Wall Street calls a “flight 
to safety” during periods of turmoil -- 
meaning investors rush to bank CDs. 
Certificates of Deposit feel safe because 
they don’t fluctuate in value and they pay 
a steady stream of interest. 

But stocks and bonds do not operate 
like bank CDs. Their returns fluctuate, 
and it is impossible to predict the results 
from one day to the next. And that’s the 
problem: Neophyte investors are trying 
to predict tomorrow’s return (or fretting 
over what it might be) when instead they 
should be focusing on their long-term 
goals. When you have money in a bank 
CD, you earn the same amount of interest 
every single day. By contrast, pick any 
short-term period and you'll see the 
financial markets fluctuate wildly. But 
when viewed over 10-year periods or 
longer, those same markets generate con- 
sistent and, for the most part, profitable

returns. (According to Ibbotson 
Associates, the S&P 500 Stock Index was 
profitable in 70 of the 72 10-year periods 
since 1926. And the stock market earned 
more than bank CDs in 62 of those 72 10- 
year periods.) 

When markets are volatile, they domi- 
nate the daily news and people tend to 
forget that the action is unusual (which is 
what makes the markets newsworthy). 
But daily market changes are usually 
very subtle. In fact, they are downright 
boring and not newsworthy. When the 
markets are zooming, many people get 
greedy; when the markets are falling, 
people are afraid. Those two emotions 
are powerful, and they cause us to do the 
wrong thing at the wrong time. Greed 
causes us to buy too much, and fear caus- 
es us to sell too much. That is why it’s 
important that we maintain a proper per- 
spective. 

Without that perspective, you could do 
really dumb things. And many people did 
this past summer: When stocks fell 
sharply on Aug. 28 (the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average fell 280 points), 
investors withdrew $5.5 billion from 
their stock mutual funds, according to the 
firm Investment Research. Because 
mutual fund prices are set at the end of 
the day, these people received the low 
price of the day. The following day, the 


Dow jumped 247 points and -- you 
guessed it -- many of those who had sold 
the day before quickly bought back in. 
They were guilty of that classic error: 
They sold low and bought high. And 
many wonder why their investments 
never seem to make money. 

That two-day example wasn’t isolated. 
iMoneyNet reported that investors had 
taken $70 billion out of their stock funds 
in June and July, pouring that cash into 
money market funds. Investors fleeing 
stocks threw so much money into 
Treasury bills that the yield fell more 
quickly than it had at any other time in 
the last 20 years, according to the Wall 
Street Journal. 

Smart investors know that the best 
thing to do during periods of volatility is 
nothing. They don’t switch their invest- 
ments. They don’t sell. They don’t reduce 
their contributions to their employer 
retirement plans. When a portfolio is 
diversified properly, none of these 
actions needs to be taken. 

If your portfolio fell significantly in 
value during the summer, it is a signal 
that you don’t have a properly diversified 
portfolio. (You may be too heavily ori- 
ented toward stocks.) If so, contact your 
financial planner today for a review of 
your investment strategy. 

If you’re tempted to sell when you 
hear that prices are falling, stop and ask 
yourself whether your strategy is sound.

The problem is that he is talking about 
“possible reconciliation” down the road 
but is in the process of signing over what 
little he has to his daughter (by a previous 
marriage). I think he is just being nice to 
keep his foot in my door long enough to 
get what he wants. 

I live in a modest $60,000 home, 
which I am still paying for. It was mine 
before we were married (at least the 
mortgage was). His home is not worth 
much ($30,000 tops), and his daughter’s 
home is worth close to $250,000. She is 
healthy, has a very profitable job and 
brings home enough money to go on 
monthly trips to Spain, Nova Scotia, 
Brazil, etc. My husband, however, will be 
retiring in two months and will collect a 
mere $800 a month.

I have numer- 
ous health problems, which prohibit me 
from working. What advice can you

DEAR P.A.: The financial condition 
of your husband’s daughter is of no 
importance. The salient facts are that he’s 
going to have a very small income, she is 
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giving him a home that costs him nothing 
and he’s trying to maintain a relationship 
with you so that, when the divorce comes 
through, he will say that your home is 
community property and should be divid- 
ed. You want my advice? SEE AN 
ATTORNEY NOW! Find out precisely 
what you can do to at least bring into con- 
tention your husband’s meager assets. He 
is disposing of them with the possible 
intent of asking for a division of those 
properties that remain in your possession. 
You may stay on good terms, and he 
enjoys the best of both worlds when he 
“comes over to visit,” but if you wish to 
protect your modest assets, you will do as 
I advise.

DEAR SARA: When you started down the frugal road, 
are there tips that you said you would never do but are 
doing now? -- Michelle, Texas 

DEAR MICHELLE: I never thought I’d be the one to 
encourage eating at home. I enjoy eating out and was 
accustomed to it. Now I’m the first to mention how quick- 
ly I can make a meal at home instead of eating out. I also 
never thought I’d use a chicken carcass to make soup or 
even eat bone-in chicken. I don’t know what my problem 
was with bone-in chicken, because I now buy whole 
chickens more often than not. 

DEAR SARA: Is there a frugal way to remove pillings 
from clothing? -- Kris, New Mexico 

DEAR KRIS: I’ve used a disposable razor on some 
clothing, such as fleece, with great success. You can pur- 
chase a pilling comb or a sweater stone, too. They typi- 
cally cost less than $5. 

DEAR SARA: I’ve never had a gift closet with gifts 
purchased in advance, on sale and stored for special occa- 
sions. I have a hard time deciding exactly what I should 
choose to buy. I get to the store sales, and my mind goes 
blank. Any gift suggestions? -- Heather, California 

DEAR HEATHER: You would know better than I do 
the types of gifts your friends and family would love, but 
there are a few general gift items you can pick up if you 
find them on sale. 

For children: arts-and-crafts supplies; hair accessories; 
toys, puzzles and games; mittens, hats, scarves; orna- 
ments; school supplies; night lights. 

For women: candles; beauty items or gift sets; calen- 
dars; kitchen items such as dish towels, cookbooks, oven 
mitts, teas or coffee and placemats; journals; seed packets; 
magnets; frames. 

For men: wallets; key chains; CDs or DVDs; water bot- 
tles; mixed nuts; mugs. 

DEAR SARA: My infant son is almost ready to start 
solid food. I'd like to make homemade baby food once 
he’s used to cereal, but I’m not sure where to start. Any 
suggestions? -- Shell, Canada 

DEAR SHELL: I can’t understand why people pay for 
jarred baby food, such as bananas, when mashing a 
banana is quick and painless. I’ve made homemade baby 
food for all of my children. It’s nutritious and frugal. You 
control the ingredients, so you know exactly what’s in the 
food. 

It’s as simple as washing, peeling and steaming foods 
and either using a blender, food processor or hand 
mill/grinder. Freeze the food in ice-cube trays or make it 
in smaller amounts. Start with fruits and vegetables, such 
as apples, pears, peaches, sweet potatoes, beans, carrots, 
peas, potatoes and squash. You can use fresh, frozen or 
canned. If using canned, I’d look for foods that are unsalt- 
ed AND unsweetened. 

Go to your local library and borrow “Blender Baby 
Food: Over 125 Recipes for Healthy Homemade Meals” 
by Nicole Young and Nadine Day (Robert Rose, 2005). It 
contains sample meal plans and easy-to-make recipes with 
food combinations you might not consider on your own.
